The  Music,  Art,  & 
Communications  Center, 
that  is!  The  new  academic 
building,  set  to  open  its 
doors  to  students  in  the  fall 
of  1994,  has  been  one  of  the 
year's  biggest  eye  catchers. 
This  newest  step  toward 
achieving  YCP's  goals  will 
bring  a  few  added  luxtmes. 
The  59,000  square  feet  of 
additional  space,  spread 
over  the  four  stories,  will 
offer  more  than  just  class- 
rooms. A  new  art  gallery 
has  been  constructed  to  at- 
tract national  shows,  and 
features  a  HVAC  unit  as 
well  as  a  complete  security 
system.  The  new  formal 
recital  hall  will  seat  210  pa- 
trons and  offers  a  full  stage. 
The  MAC  center  does  pro- 
vide YCP  with  21  new 
classrooms  and  19  faculty 
offices. 

"What  about  parking," 
you  say?  There  will  be  an 
additional  120  vehicle 
spaces  provided  in  the  new 
lot  adjacent  to  the  center 
(currently,  there  will  be  5 
spaces  for  handicapped  in- 
dividuals.)

Not  Quite!  YCP  has 
merely  begun  construction 
on  two  new  housing  facili- 
ties, and  named  them 
Codorus  Hall  and 
Susquehanna  Hall. 
Susquehanna,  the  apart- 
ment complex  and 
Codorus,  the  newest  fresh- 
men dormitory,  are  be- 
tween the  Perm  Hall  build- 
ing and  the  Pershing 
House. 

Susquehanna  Hall  will 
consist  of  14  four  person 
apts  and  8  six  person  apts, 
each  offering  residents  a 
bathroom,  2  bedrooms,  a 
living  room  and  a  kitchen. 
This  four  story  building, 
which  will  house  an  office 
on  the  first  floor  with  mail 
and  laundry  facilities  for 
both  new  facilities,  will  be 
connected  to  Codorus  Hall 
by  walkways  leading  to  the 
elevator.  The  elevator  will, 
however,  be  for  the  exclu- 
sive use  of  handicapped 
residents  who  will  be  given 
a  key  for  access. 

Codorus  Hall  offers  39 
traditional  dormitory 
rooms  spread  over  three 
floors,  with  bathrooms  lo- 
cated at  the  end  of  each 
floor.

Enemies  to  the  death  for  three  decades,  Israel  and  the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
opened  a  new  era  in  their  blood-soaked  history  by  recognizing  each  other's  legitimacy.  Prime 
Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  and  the  P.L.O.  chairman,  Yasser  Arafat,  signed  a  treaty  at  the  White 
House.  The  Mideast  accord  was  the  product  of  months  of  secret  negotiations  conducted  mainly 
in  Norway.  The  accord  sanctioned  the  creation  of  an  autonomous  Palestinian  homeland  in  the 
Gaza  Strip  and  Jericho. 

Sheik  Omar  Abdel- 
Rahman  was  the  accused 
leader  of  a  group  of  terrorists 
that  exploded  a  bomb  in  the 
World  Trade  Center.  More 
than  1,000  were  injured  and  6 
died.  The  55-year-old  Egyp- 
tian sheik  had  been  linked  to 
dozens  of  terrorist  plots 
around  the  country,  including 
plots  to  bomb  other  New  York 
City  buildings,  the  United  Na- 
tions and  Lincoln  and  Holland 
tunnels. 


Bosnian  President  Alijah  Isetbegovic  says  he  is 
disillusioned  about  the  world's  willingness  to  take  ac- 
tion to  end  bloodshed  in  his  country.  Bosnian  Serbs 
have  been  fighting  for  their  own  state.  The  fighting 
began  after  Muslims  and  Croats  -  together  about  60 
percent  of  Bosnia  —  voted  earlier  this  year  to  secede 
from  Yugoslavia.  Izetbegovic  heads  a  seven-member 
presidency,  comprised  of  two  Muslims,  two  Croats,  two 
Serbs  and  one  representative  of  other  minorities,  such  as 
Hungarians  and  Jews. 


Bill  Clinton  became  the  42nd  president  of  the  United 
States  in  1993.  The  former  governor  from  Arkansas  struggled 
through  his  first  few  months  in  the  White  House,  suffering  a 
defeat  for  a  jobs  bill  and  delays  in  his  health  care  reform  efforts. 
But  by  September,  the  47-year-old  president  was  a  seasoned 
veteran.  His  tax  reform  bill  passed,  the  health  care  package 
was  being  fine-tuned  and  there  was  peace  in  the  Mideast. 
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The  P.L.O.  and  Israel,  in  a  historic  breakthrough  after  decades  of  warefare, 
agreed  to  officially  recognize  each  other.  One  of  the  prime  arcliitects  of  that  agreement  was 
Israel's  foreign  minister,  Shimon  Peres. 


Mohamed  Farrah  Aidid,  the  feared  warlord  in  the  dev- 
astated country  of  SomaHa,  eluded  United  Nations  military 
forces  for  months.  A  U.S.-led  multinational  force  arrived  in  the 
war-torn  country  last  year  to  help  feed  the  starving  population 
and  bring  peace  to  a  country'  run  by  warlords.  Aidid  was 
considered  the  most  powerful  of  the  warlords  and  was  blamed 
for  numerous  attacks  on  the  military.  The  power  struggle  in 
Somalia  left  tens  of  thousands  dead  and  allowed  the  country  to  be 
carved  into  a  collection  of  clan  fiefdoms  in  the  absence  of  a  central 
government.  More  than  350,000  Somalis  died  from  the  fighting 
and  famine. 


After  two  years  of  exile  that  followed  an 
army  coup  that  overthrew  him,  Haitian  president 
Rev.  Jean-Bertrand  Aristide  was  set  to  return 
home.  Aristide,  a  Roman  Catholic  priest,  was 
elected  in  a  landslide  in  the  country's  first  demo- 
cratic vote.  His  return  followed  two  years  of 
negotiating  a  settlement  of  Haiti's  political  crisis. 

Janet  Reno  is  the  first  woman  attorney 
general  of  the  United  States.  As  the  nation's  head 
crime  fighter,  she  confronts  growing  problems  - 
-  drugs,  gangs,  violence.  The  55-year-old  pros- 
ecutor has  become  a  crusader  for  America's  chil- 
dren. 


Ross  Perot,  the  Texas  com- 
puter tycoon  and  erstwhile  presiden- 
tial candidate,  keeps  his  public  image 
alive  after  he  lost  his  presidential  bid. 
Perot  won  19  percent  of  the  vote  in 
the  1992  presidential  election  in  a  his- 
toric independent  presidential  can- 
didacy. 


In  September  the  Bosnian  parliament  rejected  an  international 
peace  plan  for  that  devastated  republic.  The  move,  postponed  a  settlement 
that  would  have  ended  the  18-month-old  w;ir  that  has  partitioned  the 
country  into  three  ethnic  states  for  Croats,  Muslims  and  Serbs.  The  United 
Nations  has  sent  a  peace-keepin-j;  force  to  the  former  Yugoslavia  to  help 
keep  peace  among  the  three  u  anng  factions.  Tens  of  thousands  of  people 
have  been  killed  in  the  conflict  and  more  than  a  million  have  been  left 
homeless.

The  160  point  cover  is  custom  em- 
bossed with  Gold  and  Red  foil  applied. 
Antique  blue  base  material  with  Cordova 
graining  was  placed  on  the  cover.  The 
cover  was  manufactured  in  Montgomery, 
Alabama.  Al  Oussoren  was  the  company 

i  representative  and  Joyce  Spenla  was  the 
account  representative  at  the  plant. 
The  binding  was  smyth  sewn 
rounded  and  backed,  801b.  bordeaux  pa- 
per stock  was  used  throughout  the  book. 
The  school  designed  endsheets  were 
printed  different  front  and  back  on  FC  07 
Blue  paper  stock  using  black  ink  applied. 
The  typeface  used  throughout  the  year- 

Ibook  was  Palatino.  32  pages  of  four  color 
were  printed  in  the  Horizon.  Scalet  and 
Pearlescent  Steel  Blue  along  with  Emerald 
Green,  Canary,  Copenhagen,  Violet,  Tur- 
quoise, Cherry,  Pearlescent  Sea  Mist, 
Pearlescent  Mauve  and  Forest  Green  spot 
colors  were  used  throughout  the  book. 

Professional  photography,  includ- 
ing the  senior  and  faculty  portraits,  was 
supplied  by  DaVor  Photography,  Inc.  in 
Bensalem,  Pennsylvania.  Neil  Weidman 
served  as  representative  to  the  Horizon. 

Four  hundred  and  forty  copies  with 
a  press  run  of  192  pages  were  printed.  The 
base  operating  budget  for  the  1994  edition 
was  $26,000.  All  correspondence  should
